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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 10-16 and 19 in the reply filed on 
September 9, 2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the reasoning for 
restriction is confusing. This is not found persuasive because it is clear that the method of 
making the apparatus involving molding, casting or using adhesives for the purpose of 
connecting different elements of electrical motors is not required for the fluid cooled motor 
structures that may be connected together by mechanical means like for example fasteners. 
Examiner acknowledges that the typographic error where the word -of— before the word "parts" 
was missing may somewhat obscure the sentence. However, one of ordinary skills in the art or 
practitioner familiar with the MPEP would be able with no particular difficulty to understand the 
basis of the restriction. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-9, 17, 18, and 20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Group I, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 
September 9, 2004. 

Priority 

3. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 

U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. PCT/EP02/09645, 
filed on August 29, 2002. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 10-15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wallace 
(US 4,642,493). 

Wallace discloses invention as claimed: a modular block 26 made of a toothed winding 
body and consecutively arranged windings 28 applied to teeth 90 of the toothed winding body, a 
housing 124, 126 receiving the modular block and implemented as a closed housing to define an 
interior, the housing including at least one gas inlet 184 and at least one gas outlet 152, 
constructed to include at least one gas flow path formed in the interior of the housing, gas 
guiding, turbulence elements 194 secured to an inner wall of the housing. 

6. Claims 10-16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Volenwyder et al. (US 5,258,671). 

Volenwyder et al. disclose invention as claimed: a modular block 12 made of a toothed 
winding body and consecutively arranged windings 36 applied to teeth of the toothed winding 
body, a gas-tight housing 29 receiving the modular block and implemented as a closed housing 
to define an interior 50, the housing including at least one gas inlet 48 and at least one gas outlet 
60, constructed to include at least one gas flow path formed in the interior of the housing, gas 
guiding, turbulence elements 59 secured to an inner wall of the housing.
